public interest in this aspect of the national welfat Public health educa 
tion. medical research, further extension of medical services and higher 
standards of nutriti ire among the meastt necessary to combat 
disease and to bring about a reductior f death-rate All 
these measures require large expenditures of ds, and they also 
require Widespread interest and support on ¢ people

OUR TARIFF POLICIES 


(By H.G.L. Strange) 

Another Government has been 
elected for Canada. The policies the 
new government will adopt during 
the next five vears will have a pro- 
found infiuence upon the welfare 
of the people of Canada.

Let us hope for the sake of 
the well-being of our Prairie farm- 
ers that the Government will put 
into effect its long stated policies 
of endeavoring to increase our ex- 
ports by the lowering of tariffs, so 
as to permit the importation into 
Canada of a greater volume of for- 
eign goods, which goods form the 
only real money the foreigner has 
with which to pay us for the flour,
